It would, il r;irrir<l out. estab- 


lish a dangerous invasion of constitu- 
tional intent in the tieltl of foreign di- 
plomacy. It would revolutionize the na- 
tional method of ending wars ami mak- 
ing peace by turning this highly vital 
function over to more than .~>(M) polili 
cians in confusion assembled at Wash- 
ington. It would mean the making of 
peace without terms, a temporary make- 
shift which could not possibly stand as :i 
precedent. 


There is only one peace made and 


sealed with Germany ami that isthe Ver- 
sailles treaty. The United States must 
either join with its allies in this treaty, or 
it must resort to the impossible altern- 
ative of negotiating a separate peace. It 
cannot make peace simply by repealing 
the declaration of war, for that would be 
attempting to restore the status existing 
before the war, an absurdity in itself. 
There are questions left by the war as 
between Germany and the United States 
which must be determined, to say noth- 
ing of the still greater obligation of this 
nation to join with the allies in imposing 
conditions upon Germany that will put 
an end to militarism and prevent so far 
as peacefully inclined powers can a repe- 
tition of the assault upon civilization 
which was put down at monumental sac- 
rifice. We could not if we would wash 
our hands of the consequences of the 
world war, and we would forever com- 
promise ourselves if we attempted such 
a thing, which is what the Knox resolu- 
tion proposes to do. 


It avails nothing to reserve to the Unit- 


ed States its "rights under the Versailles 
treaty," for to secure these rights we 
nms't either ratify this treaty or negoti- 
ate a separate treaty with Germany. Nei- 
ther does it avail anything to leave to 
future settlement issues of all character 
between the United States and Germany, 
for this obviously puts us in the same po- 
sition we arc now in. If the theory of 
the advocates of "peace by resolution" 
that it definitely terminates the war is 
correct, then the war is ended and we 
cannot compel Germany to do what she 
may not wish to do. except upon a re- 
newed declaration of war and the appli- 
cation of force. Having deserted the al- 
lies, what could the United States expect 
from them in cooperation or assistance 
to compel Germany to make terms with 
it in case she balked? 


In other words, since we are required 


to negotiate peace with Germany what 
reason can there be for not proceeding 
with the business? It is perfectly clear 
there is no reason, save a presidential 
election. The peace treaty must be 
jammed into the campaign to serve poli- 
tics, with no possibility whatever of a 
decision by ballot as to its nature or 
terms. As was stated in debate, the res- 
olution is "futile, impotent, useless and 
done for no other than political purpos- 
es, and to deceive the people." It set- 
lies nothing as between the United Stales 
and Germany. If congress objects to 
the war powers conferred upon the 
president, it can easily repeal them all; 
could ha\e done so long ago. If il wants 
to put the country upon a "peace basis" 
in a domestic sense, the way has been 
open from the beginning. The presi- 
dent will of course veto the resolution 
when it is accepted by the house, and 
rightly and fortunately it cannot be 
passed over his veto. Unless it is the in- 
tention of congress to surrender every- 
thing America fought for in the war and 
to completely desert its allies the resolu- 
tion is utterly out of place. And what- 
ever the intention of congress, il certain- 
ly is not the will of the American people 
to elect so inconceivable a course. The 
Knox measure will go down as one of 
the greatest legislative farces in history.

York, the officiating minister said: "He 
was brought up on the philosophy of 
Swedenborg and, in spile of the realism 
he was noted for, he had some of the 
spirit of this great mystic." 
However 


that may be, it is true that in his most 
readable novels Mr. Hqwells departed 
somewhat from his theory that the com- 
mon places of uneventful everyday life 
are the proper and only fit subjects for 
fiction. A romantic writer once pointed- 
ly reminded him that "the passion flow- 
er is as real as the potato," and whether 
he was impressed by this view of the 
matter or not, be modified his own pro- 
fessed plan, giving place to a certain 
idealism in his "realistic" fiction. With 
many readers of today, however, after 
rendering inevitable tribute to Mr. How- 
ells' wholly admirable literary style, 
there is left the impression that too often 
in his stories the great things of life are 
subordinated lo ils trivialities. 


The career of this author is of great 


interest and a source of inspiration to 
t!it struggling young journalist. For he 
w; •» not college bred, was largely self- 
edu->ted, and he climbed to the top from 
the lowly beginning of a printer's boy at 
twelve and a reporter's drudgery on an 
Ohio paper a few years later. He was 
fortunate in happening to please Presi- 
dent Lincoln and in receiving appoint- 
ment as consul at Venice, a virtual sine- 
cure which permitted continuous liter- 
ary work. A greater piece of good luck 
was his freedom to "run" his own novels 
in the Atlantic Monthly and thus intro- 
duce them lo the public nfler he was 
called to thai periodical's editorial chair. 
But it was his originality, his ability lo 


j create a "new school" of fiction, that 


brought his great success.

One of the favorite vagarie« of the non-medi- 


cal systems of health-building i- deep breuth- 
ing. 
It sounds plausible, and is therefore 
"com- 


mon sense." 


If you take an animal and insert a tube in the 


windpipe, connect the tube with a bellows, ana 
inflate the lungs more deeply than the natural 
depth of breathing and at the same or u slightly 
faster rate than that of tin- animals 
natural 


breathing, for a few minutes, you xvill find that 
when the artificial exaggeration of breathing Is 
.stopped the animal does not breathe at all for a 
certain period, and when the breathing does 
begin again it Is feeble, shallow in character, on- 
ly regaining the natural depth and rate, after 
a considerable period. 
Now when a human being sots out to improve 


his health after the rules and regulations laid 
down bv visionary "authorities" whose know- 
ledge of physiology is sketchy, he performs this 
same experiment on himself, with a similar re- 
sult, save that there is a slight difference in the 
application of the test. 
The human being ex- 


erts bis own muscles in his deep breathing, and 
that exertion its. in a measure, exercise. 
The 


exercise necessarily burns up some fuel, which 
experimenting with 
deep 
breathing 
merely 


calls for oxygen. 
Therefor.- the human being 


breathes in a more shallow manner without a 
very distinct interval of no breathing after his 
d"ep breathing effort 


The experiment teaches that exercise is the 


means of increasing the absorption of oxygen 
in the body, and not deep breathing per se. 


It is nonsensical to attempt to increase the 


oxygenation of the blood and tissues bv con- 
sciously trying to breathe deeper. 
It does not 


produce the desired effect in practice, however 
attractive the theory may seem in the literature 
of the get-well-without-medical-advice prophets. 


Let the breathing alone. 
It is a mechanism 


perfectly equipped to take care of itself. 
Let 


general exercise create the call for deep breath- 
ing, and leave the breathing to answer the call 
as nature wills. 
*•'•! 
By taking a dozen rather slow, deep breaths, 


but "not too deep, in each minute for two min- 
utes, you will find that you can then easily hold 
your breath from eighty to ninety or more sec- 
onds, whereas ordinarily a healthy individual 
can hold his breath for about forty seconds by 
the watch. This proves that the deeper breath- 
ing, without excessive muscular effort to use up 
the extra oxygen, does for a brief period super- 
saturate the blood with oxygen, so much so that 
you feel quite comfortable without any more- 
oxygen for perhaps as long as two minutes. But 
tills oxygen saturation is in the blood; it does 
no harm there. In order to get it into the tis- 
sues, where it can be utilized by the cells of the 
body, you must do something else, and the sur- 
est method of accomplishing the purpose is ac- 
tive general exercise. 
Forget all about the breathing—but don't for- 


get to put in your regular daily stipend of ex- 
ercise.
